barracks. 
Officers include president, L. 
S. Oyster of Park Ridge; vice 
president, F. K. Larsen of Mt.

EACH COUNCIL has its own 
barracks, but other camp facili­ 
ties are shared.

A year-round resi­ 
dent caretaker is employed. Each 
council, however, has entire res­ 
ponsibility for its own cabin.

RUNNING WATER and drain 
tor the kitchen were installed 
this spring. The cabin has 29 
windows, complete with pretty 
plastic drapes made and install­ 
ed by the girls. There is a large 
bathhouse with showers and run­ 
ning water. 
The Camp Pine committee is 
also responsible for the care and 
upkeep of the grounds and build­ 
ings. Mr. List, grounds com m it­ 
tee chairm an, has done trem en­ 
dous service in

reality. Shadows also help to 
bring out the textures of objects 
and give your picture the desired 
mood. 
As a rule of thumb, profes­ 
sionals usually figure that the 
brightness ratio of highlight areas 
to shadows should be from one- 
to-two to one-to-four for best 
results. With flash or floods it is 
simple to compute the exact ratio 
you will achieve. Outdoors and 
when using a reflector, the proper 
effect is best learned from visual 
experience. 
Placing your shadows where you 
want them for best effect is a 
skill that often makes the differ­ 
ence between fine photographs 
and so-so snapshots. Again, ex­ 
periment is your best guide. The 
more familiar you become with 
the variables obtainable through 
pose, camera angles and light 
direction and intensity, the more 
interesting your pictures will be.

Background shadows can cause 
a lot of damage in a photograph. 
But even more serious can be 
shadows on your main subject 
which blot out detail. 
Such shadows can often be 
eliminated or minimized by turn­ 
ing your subject slightly, by 
changing the angle at which your 
main light hits the subject or by 
using a fill-in-light or reflector 
to lighten the shadows cast by 
the main source of illumination. 
This explains why you will often 
see press photographers shoot­ 
ing a flashbulb when making a 
picture in bright sunlight. With 
the sun casting heavy shadows, 
a flash at the camera puts enough 
light in the shadow areas to bring 
out details and cut down the light- 
dark contrast.

This issue, the right of the 
' people to control their own local 
taxes, will be one of the most 
; important at the next regular 
session cf the General Assembly. 
TTie taxing power of every local 
downstate government is 
now 
limited by temporary laws which

1951 regular session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, 
therefore,

I have the entire problem of tax 
rate limitations before it. How 
high the 1952 local tax bill of 
every downstate taxpayer, and 
every Cook County taxpayer out­ 
side of Chicago, can go, will be 
determined by 
the 
action the 
1951 General Assembly takes on 
this problem. Further, the ques­ 
tion of repealing the 
present 
referendum 
protection 
of 
the 
people on the levy of a city 
sales tax will also be before the 
next General Assembly. 
The right of referendum — 
the power and privilege of the 
people to vote approval or re- 
! jection of tax proposals — was 
one of the most hotly debated 
subjects 
in the 
recent special 
I session of the Illinois General 


I Assembly. 
Fortunately for the 


i pocketbooks of the people, the 
referendum principle withstood 
these attacks. According to the 


I Taxpayers’ Federation of Illinois, 
which successfully defended the 
referendum principle, it is the 
best protection that the taxpay­ 
ers have. The power to tax must 
1 be always zealously guarded. 
The idea that the people can 
control their taxes by voting out 
S of office the officials who un­ 
necessarily increase existing tax­ 
es or levy new taxes is unten­ 
able for these reasons: (I) The 
damage is done before the offi­ 
cials are up for re-election and. 
i once a tax increase or new tax 
is an accomplished fact, it is al- 
! most impossible to go bark; (Z) 
Some officials may be willing to 
increase taxes unnecessarily and 
take the blame, because they do 
not plan to run again; (3) The 
tax bill represents an aggregate 
of a number of taxes of a num­ 
ber of local governments, and 
I the taxpayer too often can’t put 
his finger on the ones directly 
responsible for unnecessary in­ 
creases. Every local government 
should have to prove its need 
for more money to its own peo­ 
ple. 
The referendum principle must 
be preserved. The time to insure 
its preservation is now. before 
the November elections, by find­ 
ing out how the candidates for 
the 
Illinois 
General Assembly 
stand on this principle.

the Federal Housing Admlnistra- 


I tion have taken joint action 
to 
eliminate 
excessive 
fees 
and 
charges in connection with the 
construction of housing financed 
with the 
aid 
of 
government 
guarantees or insurance under 
the GI Bill and 
the 
National 
Housing Act it was announced. 
The new 
regulations 
apply 
both to construction loans and 


I the permanent financing of new 
I homes with credit aids provided 
by GI loans guaranteed by VA, 
or FHA-insured loans. A certifi- 
j cate will be required from 
the 
builder or the lender and 
in 
some cases from both, that no 
fees in excess of the maximums 
have been paid or imposed. 
The new regulations will ap­ 
ply only 
to 
applications 
for 


VA’s reasonable value or 
for 
FHA commitments received in 
VA or FHA offices on or after 
July 17, 1950. 
The maximum interest rate on 
construction money advanced to 
builders under the schedule is 
set at 5 per cent. 
In addition, 
the lender making the construc­ 
tion loan will be permitted 
to 
charge up to 2^4 per cent of the 
amount of the funds advanced 
I as a service charge 
to 
cover 
; costs of supervision, making per­ 
iodic 
advances, 
clearance 
of 
liens, and other overhead. 
Where the lender 
financing 
the construction also finances the 
mortgage loan of the purchaser, 
no additional service charge 
in 
connection with the latter loan 
is permitted. 
Where the per­ 
manent loan is made by a lend­ 
er other than 
the 
institution 
advancing 
th e 
construction 
loan, a flat fee previously au­ 
thorized, which may not exceed 
I per cent, will continue to be 
allowed. 
In addition to the permissible 


service charge, the builder also 
may be required to pay certain 
other 
miscellaneous 
expenses, 
such as recording fees and those 
paid for appraisals and inspect­ 
ions. 
In announcing the new 
fee 
schedule, 
Commissioner 
Richards 
and 
Administrator 
Gray said that excessive charg­ 
es in connection with construc­ 
tion loans for FHA and VA fin­ 
anced housing had become 
^ 
serious problem in some areas 
of the country. 
The new re­ 
strictions are intended to curb 
such practices.

in November 1948, says Stew art, ;

around $72 an acre. Since that 
time the national average has ; 
dropped until it is slightly under 
the old 1920 peak of $69 an acre. 
IN ILLINOIS, howt'ver, there 
has been no definite land price 
peak since 1920. In contrast with 
I the national picture, Illinois land 
prices have been 
rising 
since 1 
1933, and there is little evidence 
that the upward trend has stop- 
’ ped. Since November, 1948, there 
has been a drop of $3.50 an acre 
in the national average price of j 
land. But Illinois as a whole has 
shown an increase of about $8 
an acre. 
Stew art says that in spite of 
fast-rising land prices during the 
past ten years, the net incomes 
t of Illinois 
farm ers 
kept 
well 
ahead of this rise through 1948. 
And net returns since then, tho I 
not so high as in previous years, 
have still acted as a spur to some 
further land price advances this 
year.

Proposed changes in the fed- 
j eral governm ent’s beef grading 


i system w ere vigorously supported 
[ bv Charles B. Shum an, presi­ 
dent of the Illinois A gricultural 
Association. 
Shuman favored the changes 
at a hearing conducted by the

D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture 
Purpose 
of 
the 
hearing 
was to 
determ ine 
if 
members of the beef industry 
were agreeable to changes in the 
meat grading set-up. 
“The changes 
would 
benefit 
both consumers and the entire 
befef industry by putting beef 
grading on a more realistic and 
practical basis,” Shum an said. 
Under the proposed revisions, 
the top four of the present sev­ 
en various grades of beef would 
be changed. 
These 
four 
top 
grades are prime, choice, good, 


I and commercial. 


IF THE CHANGES were a- 
dopted, all present prim e and 
choice 
I reef would be 
graded 
prime. 
Beef now* graded good 
would be graded choice and the 
top half ol the commercial grade 
would be called good. 
“These changes are needed to 
keep 
pace 
w ith changes 
that 
have taken place in producing 
and m arketing of beef cattle,” 
Shuman said. 
“At present, the prim e grade 
I is practically unused, for 
less 
than one per cent ot the meat 
produced now is called prime. 
“That means that this grade of 
beef has had little or no use 
and has been 
practically 
un­ 
available to consumers. 
The proposed changes would 
make most possible use of

choice and good and place a
